Declaring that "A great . change 
has come over tho social status of 
German students slnco tho World War 
as the poorer classes have' Increased 
their representatives . at tho expense 
of the formorly predominating wealthy 
class", Dr. Hamilton Baxter, D.D.S., 
McGIll graduate, addressed tho Mental 
Undergraduate Society last evening at 
the Modlcal building when speaking of 
University life among German Stu- 
dents. 

This influx of the poorer students 
has resulted in 'overcrowding of the 
universities with tho result that stu- 
donts In many case3 are obliged to 
take their lecture notes while stand- 
ing. The professions in Germany aro 
so filled' that graduates are often- 
times eompellod to change to another 
profession or. to sock a business career. 

Joint Conduction of 'Exams 
:■ The final examinations in dentistry 
among German Universities are con- 
ducted jointly by the State and tho 
University and which entitles the gra- 
duate to both a degree and a license 
to practise. Jn tho speaker's opinion 
Austria provided probably the best 
dental training obtainable. As a sys- 
tem and a training the seven year 
course In Austria is - unsurpassed. 
Pi though their graduates aro not eligible 
to practise in America. 
'- German universities have adopted a 
. system of providing for Btudent needs 
such facilities, as laundries and eating 
quarters. Some universities, offor 
shack- dormitories with double-decker 
beds at very reduced rates, while all 
: issue special books -of tickets, giving 
students preferential rates in travel, 
. purchases of clothes and Other neces- 
sities. - . 

Fraternity Life 
In place of fraternities the German 
universities have adopted a system of 
corporations. Bach corporation has a 
' membership limit of .30 students and 
many can date their foundation back 
several hundred years. These corpora- 
tions stimulate duelling and each pros- 
pective member must engage in eight 
successful duels before becoming ad-

Pembroke reviewed for the society 
thé openings in the city's social 
agencies* for women volunteer workers, 
and the qualifications necessary for 
thé various kinds of.work to be done 
Lacked Training 
A r few years, ago, soqial . service of- 
fered a door to a now world where 
men and womon could "be • made, a 
fascinating: world for those who were 
willing to. work and"aacrlflco them- 
selves. As a result, the field was filled 
with volunteers who lacked the^ train- 
ing, efficiency, and study necessary 
for good work in social service. 

Then the professionals took the 
stage. Their formal training was 
needed for a great deal of the work, 
and the volunteers need a guide to 
direct their efforts into effective 
chapels. Still the volunteer worker, is 
needed, as for many kinds . of work 
her' enthusiasms and; energies will ao- 
complish far more', than ever tho rou 
tine worker who must conserve her 
strength for the -long hard pull.

The wars in: the last few de- 
cades have shown us that ultimate 
loss Is Inevitable .and no good can 
come from ' It.

Hons, mostly financial, in ■ the publishing of any 
work are .so formidable that unknown writers can 
break through only with something extraordinary. 
Consequently many Canadian careers of authorship 
appear to be distinctly antl-ollmatical; the writer's 
earlier and more ordinary output wsa never of- 
fered to the public, and the chunces of gradual and 
sounder growth of skill wero lessened. 

Whether of not writers in the French language 
In Canada do have nioro normal careers as a re- 
sult ot their opportunities for publication earlier 
In their experience, I am not sufficiently widely 
read • to say. But I rather fancy my- theory just 
the same. Potential young Canadian' writers- have 
hope- I ambitions nl..i>t>il in IK; huiï In ! >o 
many cases by a. -realization of ; the.djffjcu!rieg;;of 
publication oven In the way of more or lesa estab- 
lished writers.

Thlt stump, which stands in 
the corridor on the third floor, is an 
object of admiration and awe every 
day to visitors who ask Prof. Char'.os 
H. Plehardfon. director, concerning 
it. The specimen is an examplo of 
tho Slgallarian tree, and was found 
near Carbondale, Pa., in an upright 
position, nearly 27» feet below • the 
surface, in spite of its great size, 
Its nearest living allies are tiny club 
mosses, only a fow Inches In height. 

The museum Is not limited to any 
single science department, according 
to Prof. Richardson, but Is aimed to 
represent ail as equally as possible. 
"We want to mako tho musoum as 
educative as we can and just as 
broad an intluence in the university 
and the community," he stated. With 
this end in view, visitors- from all 
colleges of the university, secondary 
schools of tho city and Its environs, 
and all other visitors are welcome 
every afternoon in the week lx>t.wc«n 
tho hours of 5 and 5 o'clock, and ar- 
rangements will soon be made for 
the museum to be open Saturday 
forenoons. However, any group may 
havo access to the exhibits In the 
morning by applying to the director's 
office, room 312 Lyman hall. This 
provision has boon made to accom- 
modate teachers from the secondary 
schools with groups of thirty and 
rorty pupils, for whom the morning 
is more convenient,

the cross-section of a tree which has 
boon brought down to the second 
floor where it may bo viewed at any 
time. According to the inscription 
which h benrs, this example of a 
Douglas sugar pine from the Sierras 
of California, was a sapling In 1630. 
The tree was the gift of the New York 
State College of Forestry. 

The fine display of birds Is one of 
tho most Interesting features of the 
permanent museum collection .on the 
top floor. These birds havo been used 
this semester aa models by many Fine 
Arts students under the direction of 
Prof. Monta Charman. The living ani- 
mals and birds which attracted so 
much attention last year, have taeen 
removed because in tho opinion ot the 
committee they detracted from the 
stuffed exhibits. Shortly before the 
Christmas recess, the monkey was 
taken away.- The guinea pigs, still ro- 
main, but they will soon be removed, 
thoir room to bo used in tho prepara- 
tion of exhibits for the museum, ' 

Three new mineral cases, the exact 

duplicates of those in 'tho museum are 

■ ... 
now In the process of construction. 

Tho minerals to be placed in thorn 
have already been Identified and cata-' 
logued. It Is expected that immediate- 
ly after tho mid-year examination 
period, all of the metallic minerals will 
bo on display. 

Collections from the Andean expe- 
dition of last year are being prepared 
Tor 'display. Some time after mid- 
years, an "Andean night" will be spon- 
sored. The program will include a lec- 
ture and reception In tho museum 
room. At this tlmo students and the 
general public will bo able to learn 
moro ' about the actual accomplish- 
ments. of this expedition.

Professor Ramsay Traquair 
Spoke on Quebec Architecture 



(By Exchange Service) 



s story dealing 
"Old Architecture of the Province of 
Quebec," . which was Illustrated with 
beautiful lantern slides, was told lu 
Convocation Hall, by Prof. Ramsay 
Traquair, under the auspices of tho 
Kingston Art and Music Club. Prof. 
Traquair is professor of architecture 
at McGiU University, Montreal. At 
the close ot his leoture. Prof. Tra- 
quair made a strong, appeal for the 
development of real Canadian art, 
statins that the people of Canada 
are keeping too close an eyo on Eng- 
land and. some of the other countries 
in this regard. "In doing this work 
wo should fall into our own tradi- 
tions," he said. He also stated that 
Quebec had shown what Canada 
could develop in tho lino of architec- 
ture. 

Dr. William H. Fyfe, .Principal of 
Qaeen's University, who introduced 
Prof. Traquair, also tendered \ho 
thanks of the audience to the speak- 
er, and in doing so paid tribute to 
the work Prof. Traquair has car- 
ried on. "Canada owes a great deal 
to him for his preservation of archi- 



with 



lecture and 1 wish he would come to 
Kingston and pay soino attention to 
tho buildings here," said Dr. Fyfe. 

The speaker- "showed à very large 
collection of views ot houses and 
other buildings, pointing out that the 
architecture was based on French 
traditions. For the most part it had 
to do witli tho 17th and 18th century. 
Ho said there were but fow of the 
old buildings left, and that therowas 
need for conservation not only in 
Quebec, but all over Canada. A 
great deal of the bent work wae not 
old, however, and wae truly of a 
Canadian character. • _ 

Prof. Traquair ' said ' that French 
Canadian architecture contained such 
an avalanche of information that all 
of it could . not be irfcluded in a 
single lecture, and for this reason he 
considered that the best plan was. to 
speak in this leoturo on housing and 
furnishings, which ho regarded a* a 
most interesting subject. As thé 
vlows wero shown on the screen, 
Prof. Tra.quair gave a detailed -de- 
scription of both wooden and rtono 
houses, tho pictures showing both ex- 
terior and interior vjews.
